Cold in death the body of Thomas 
Hopper, a white man, was discovered 
by conductor Simmons, Sunday 
morning, alongside the I. C. near 
Masonville. When conductor Sim- 
saw the body of the unfortunate 
man he stopped his train and easily 
identified the body. After running 
into the station here he notified 
agent Mallon, who called up the 
coroner. 

As soon as possible coroner Al- 
lensworth went out and summoned 
a jury and held an inquest. The 
verdict of the jury was that Hopper 
had come to his death by being 
struck, by a passing train. 

After the inquest the body was 
brought to the city and prepared 
for burial. The body was taken to 
Macedonia yesterday for interment. 

The deceased was about 21 years 
of age and had a position as track 
walker for the I. C. He had been 
in the service a year or more, as we 
are informed by local agent Mal- 
lon. He was single, and as he was 
a steady, faithful man it is supposed 
that he had made his beat of 
spection, and sat down on the side of 
the track and dropped off to sleep 
and that the pilot of a passing 
freight had struck him and hurled 
him into eternity. 

An inspection of the body dis- 
closed that one leg was broken and 
other parts of the body badly 
mashed. 

The deceased was a. son of Mr. W. 
T. Hopper of near Macedonia, this 
county, and a cousin of Mr. L. E. 
Fowler, of the Anderson-Fowler 
Drug Co., of this city.

Proposed For Magisterial 
Districts In New 
Order. 
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The 



of the 



:ommissioners 
appointed last fall, to re-district the 
magisterial districts of Christian 
county, was filed in the county clerk's 
office last week. The commission 
was composed of two Republicans 
and one Democrat. The report 
makes but one important change, 
that of course in the interest of the 
Republicans. It takes parts of Bluff 
Spring, Mt. Vernon and Baker's 
Mill precincts to make a new pre- 
cinct with a voting place at Ovil. 
This precinct is added to Esq. W. L. 
Parker's district, the effect being to 
take enough Democratic votes away 
from Esq. A. J. Estes' district to 
make it safely Republican. The ; 
gerrymander gives the Republicans 
six out of eight districts. The old 
plan gave them five out of eight, but 
the Democrats captured two Repub- 
lican districts last election and now 
have the Fiscal Court. The district 
most effected is that of Esq. Estes. 
Esq. Parker is given a district that 
runs from Pond River to West Fork , 
nearly 30 miles in length. The ger- 
rymander will be resisted by Esq. 
Estes anil the Democrats generally, 
its object being to save the Fiscal 
Court to' the Republicans at 
hazards. 

*One new precinct is created in this 
city, being merely a division of No. 
I. This change is without uolitica*! 
significance.

Will Bring Boston and New York 
Nearer Together by the Water 
Route— Advantages Which

route. Most of the to:.nage la coal, 
and cheaper fuel for the mills of 
northern New England is one of the 
most important commercial prospects 
of the proiwsed canal building. 

Strategic values of such a oanal to 
war vessels of light draft are of fed- 
eral importance.

Prom the shore of Buzzard'b bay, 
beginning In the town of that name, 
the canal is to be cut through the 
narrowest part of Cape Cod, the ter- 
minus of Massachusetts bay being at 
Rarnstable.

the valley of the Monument and Sciis- 
set rivers, and is so straight that the 
maximum deviation is only 600 fi 
or about a half mile on each side 
a straight Una. 

No engineering problem faces 
builders, Mr. Flanagan said, as It is

Tho minimum width of the bottom 
will be 125* feet, extending at four 
points for the passage of vessels go 
ing in opposite directions to 200 feet 
and 360 feet en the surface.
